water by the giant storm. 


How many were injured was not 
known, but Ohio and Alabama 
reported 1,000 each. 
More tornadoes raked parts of the 
Southeast Thursday. They brought 
further death and destruction to a

Oklahoma to the Canadian line to 
Georgia under the impact of a 
savage shrmg. 
In Kentucky, 40 of the fatalities 
were m the Ohio river town of 
Brandenburg (pop; 1,690), hit by 
twisters for the first time since 1950. 


Full Passover alert 
set as Golan erupts

Artillery fire opened up again 
today on the Golan Heights front, 
where Israeli forces were on lull 
alert against any surprise attack by 
Syrian troops during the Passover 
holiday beginning Saturday. 
The Israeli command said Syrian 
gunners fired several shells early 
today. It did not specify whether the 
Israeli gunners returned the fire. A 
Syrian communique said nothing 
about shellfire but claimed that a 
Syrian foot patrol fought off an 
Israeli ambush before dawn.

Israeli 
cabinet 
met 
in 
emergency session for an hour to 
discuss 
what 
a 
government 
communique described as security 
matters, evidently the situation on 
the Syrian front. 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan, 
acting chief of staff Maj. Gen. 
Yitzhak Hofi.and chief of military 
intelligence Maj. Gen. ShlomoGazit 
reviewed the security situation, the 
communique said 
In today’s fighting, the Israeli 
command said Syrian shells hit near 
civilian settlements on the Golan 
Heights and Israeli gunners fired 
back. A Syrian communique said a 
Syrian infantry patrol fought off an 
Israeli 
night ambush, 
inflicting 
several casualties but suffering 
none. - 
Referring to the so-called Yom 
Kippur war of last October, an 
Israeli military source said, “ After 
what happened on Yom Kippur, 
nobody wants to take the risk of it 
happening again. The trauma of 
Yom Kippur is still strong.” 
He said the Syrians have massed 
1,000 tanks between Damascus and 
the Golan front.

source in Tel Aviv said Thursday.

Jewish 
Passover

Saturday, six months to the day

Journalists covering the Golan 
Heights shelling said Israeli units 
have been moved up front from rear 
areas in reply to Syrian troop move­ 
ments. 


“ Damascus only has to give the 
order,” the Israeli miilitary source 
said, “ because everything else is 
prepared on their side. Israel has 
taken the necessary steps and is on 
the alert.” 


Mahue swears to 
Humphrey payoff 


LOS ANGELES (U Pl) - Robert 
Maheu, a former FB I agent and 
executive 
for 
Howard 
Hughes, 
Thursday angrily offered in federal 
court to take a lie detector test to 
support his story that in 1968 he 
handed $50,000 in cash from Hughes 
to then Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey. 
Humphrey, who has denied the 
story under oath, again called it 
“ poppycock.” 
Whether or not Humphrey took 
the money is one of the key points at 
issue in the trial of Maheu’s $17.3 
million libel suit against Hughes. 
Maheu, who had not been expected 
to testify, made a surprise trip to 
the witness stand Thursday, and was 
questioned by lawyers for Hughes 
about the Humphrey incident. 
At pne point he started to blurt out 
a challenge to Humphrey to take a 
lie detector test, but U.S. District 
Court Judge Harry Pregerson halted 
him. 
“ I ’m prepared to submit myself to 
a lie detector test under the 
jurisdiction of this court, or any kind 
of truth test, to prove I ’m not 
lying,” Maheu snapped. 
“ You’re going to get a test from 
the jury, Mr. Maheu, and we’re a 
long way from that,” retorted the 
Hughes lawyer, Norbert Schlei.

Zaca complex: needed 
development or city 
in the mountains?

Santa Barbara County Environmental Coordinator Albert F. Reynolds 
concluded testimony Thursday on environmental assessment of the 
proposed 320-site campground and supporting recreational facilities at Zaca 
Lake Resort. 
. 
Reynolds and his staff will prepare a sumrnary of impacts resulting from 
state and county agency input, plus public input and a supplemental 
environmental impact report submitted by a consultant firm. 
The summary will be presented at another public hearing in Santa 
Barbara Thursday, April IS and will then go on to county decision-makers 
unless it undergoes strong opposition. 
The two and one-half hour hearing Thursday in the County Planning 
Commission hearing room included these developments: 
— The proposed development north of Los Olivos in San^ Ynez Valley 
was attacked as likely to be “ a virtual city in the mountains” by a State 
Parks and Recreation Department official. James P. Tryner, chief of 
resource management for the agency, advocated day use of the resort 
instead. The comment was part of a state clearinghouse review which 
brought adverse comments from state health, fish and game, and forestry 
authorities as well concerning impacts seen likely to cause problems of 
available water, sanitation, forest fires, and threat to wildlife using the 
area.

It’s been a long time since the 
roar of an Atlas missile blasting off 
from South Vandenberg AFB has 
been heard — nearly six years. 
That silence will end this May 
when a joint crew of Air Force 
personnel and civilian contractors 
launch the first Atlas to lift-off from 
“ South V” since 1968. 
The missile will go from the Air 
Force Space and Missile Test 
Center’s (SAMTEC) Space Launch 
Complex 
3W. 
Members 
of 
SAMTEC’s 
6595th 
Space 
Test 
Group, General Dynamics Convair 
Aerospace 
Division, 
Parsons 
Architectural 
and 
Engineering 
Firm, and the Army Corps of 
Engineers have been working since 
October 
1972 
to 
convert 
the 
launching pad to fire Atlas missiles. 
Space Launch Complex (SLC) 3W 
was originally designed as an Atlas 
launching pad. In 1962, however, it 
was decided that the smaller, less 
powerful 
Thor 
missile 
could 
perform many of the Atlas’ space 
booster missions — at a lower cost. 
SLC-3W 
was 
converted, 
and 
launched Thor missiles until 1972. 
Over 
the 
past 
12 
years, 
Vandenberg’s 
original 
12 
Atlas 
launching pads dwindled to just 
three, all on the northern portion of 
the 
base. 
One 
of 
these 
was 
dismantled last year to provide 
parts 
for 
the 
$3.3 
million 
modification of SLC-3W. 
SLC-3W is much more suited to 
space launches than were the more

northerly launch pads. Before a 
missile can be launched, safety 
experts must certify that if it has to 
be 
destroyed 
because 
of 
a 
malfunction, pieces of the missile 
won’t be blown into an inhabited 
area. This is not a problem with 
ballistic launches, which fly Jlmost 
due west (over the ocean). 
Space launches are often delayed, 
though, until high winds, which 
might blow debris over an inhabited 
area, calm down. When the missile 
has a very small “ window” or 
period during which the missile can 
be launched, this can delay a launch 
for days. Since SLC-3W is located on 
a more isolated section of the base, 
the amount of wind that can be 
tolerated is higher, making it easier 
to launch a space mission within a 
given window. 


Air Force officials predict three 
to four launches per year from SLC- 
3W. More than 255 Atlas missiles 
have 
been 
launched 
from 
Vandenberg since the first West 
Coast launch back in 1959. Over 
sixty of Vandenberg’s Atlas ‘shots’ 
have been in support of U.S. space 
programs. 


Today, there are approximately 40 
Atlas missiles left in the Air Force 
inventory. 
These missiles were 
retired 
from 
the 
active-duty 
Intercontinental Ballistic Missile 
force and placed in storage at 
Norton AFB in California, after 
being replaced by the more modern 
Minuteman missile. As they are 
needed, some of these Atlases will 
be brought to Vandenberg to be 
refurbished and fired from SLC-3W.

Thursday gave the White House an 
ultimatum to supply 41 Presidential 
tapes needed in its impeachment 
inquiry or the committee will 
subpoena them. 
“ We shall not be thwarted by 
inappropriate 
legalisms 
or 
by 
narrow obstacles to our inquiry,” 
committee Chairman 
Peter W. 
Rodino, D-N.J., said. “ We have 
waited patiently to get the recorded 
conversations, we will subpoena 
them if we must.” 
Chief Counsel John Doar, on 
instructions from the committee, 
wrote the White House asking that it 
answer “ no later than April 9” 
whether it would provide the 41 
tapes requested Feb. 25. 
Doar 
said 
the 
tapes 
cover 
conversations President Nixon had 
in 
February-April, 
1973, 
with 
several aides, including John Dean 
III, 
H.R. 
Haldeman, 
John 
Ehrlichman and former Attorney 
General Richard Kleindienst. 
The conversations, Doar said, go 
to the heart of whether Nixon 
participated in or knew of the cover- 
up of the Watergate break-in and 
related matters. 
Doar said the written request 
specified six broad conversations 
Nixon had with various aides the 
committee wished to consider in its 
inquiry. He listed them: 
—“ On or about” Feb. 20,1973 with 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, a former re- 
election campaign official, who has 
pleaded guilty in the cover-up, 
regarding a government job for 
Magruder. 
—Feb. 27 with Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman in which Dean was 
assigned the job of investigating the 
Watergate cover-up. 
—March 17 and 20 with Dean. 
Doar didn’t say what the nature of 
the conversation was, but it was 
about this time that Dean said he 
believed Nixon was aware of the 
cover-up. 
—March 
27 
and 
30 
with 
Ehrlichman, the subject of which 
was not specified. 
—All discussions 5between April 
14-17 between Nixon and Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman. 
—And all between April 15-18 with 
Kleindienst and Henry E. Petersen, 
who 
was 
heading 
the Justice 
Department 
Watergate 
investigation at that time. 
Doar told the committee Nixon 
has the initial right to “ excise” 
from the tapes any extraneous or 
irrelevant rnatter. 
The IRS, which had audited some 
of the same Nixon returns once 
before and had taken no action, said 
the case was now closed. 
“ The IRS did not assert the civil 
fraud penalty for any of the years 
involved in the audit because it did 
not believe that any such assertion 
was warranted,” the agency said in 
a statement. 
It was expected the total tab would 
come to about $467,000, nearly half 
of Nixon’s total net worth, the bulk 
of which is tied up in real estate.

Builders run hot and cold on city policy 


(Editor's note: This is the 
second article of a four part 
series examining what a 
businessman, contractor or 
developer faces when he 
decides 
to 
develop 
in 
Lompoc.)

“You’re about two years 
late,” an anonymous local 
developer declared 
“ Where were you when 
we needed you?' questioned 
his anonymous wife. 
In interviewing Lompoc 
contractors, 
developers, 
and owners on the theme 
mentioned yesterday (is it 
true or not true that the city 
of Lompoc has built up so 
many 
regulations 
and 
procedures 
that 
commercial and industrial 
building is stifled?), they 
were offered 
anonymity. 
Almost all readily accepted 
the offer. 
Your correspondent asked 
the above developer why he 
preferred 
not 
to 
be 
identified. 
He 
replied, 
“ Everything is going good 
now. I don't want them to 
get mad,” them being the 
city of Lompoc, the people 
operating it. 
Two 
years 
ago, 
this 
developer, who we 11 call 
Mr. 
D, 
was very mad 
himself at the city. In fact, 
he abandoned an industrial 
project because of what he 
felt were the unreasonable 
demands 
of 
the 
city, 
specifically the Community 
Development 
Department 
(CDD). 
All building plans are 
submitted to the CDD (then 
to other bodies) before a 
building permit is issued. 
Two years 
ago 
Mr. 
D 
proposed a project that he 
wanted to build in phases. 
CDD, 
however, 
insisted 
elements of the project be 
done at the onset, which 
represented 
a 
financial 
hardship to Mr. D, he said. 
Today, Mr. D is going 
ahead with the project — in 
phases. He credits the city ’s 
newfound helpful attitude 
and flexibility in dealing 
with 
contractors 
and 
developers as the reason. 
“ In Santa Maria, they 
w elcom e 
in d u stria l 
development and they bend 
over backward to help you, 
like Lompoc does now,” he 
said. 
Only a few years back, the 
city carried on the books 
several 
obstacles 
to 
com m ercial 
building, 
especially in the downtown 
area. 
One 
was 
the 
impossible - to - build - 
under 
fire 
one 
zone 
obstacle. 
“ They had a fire one zone 
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here for many years in 
which you couldn't build a 
frame 
building. 
You 
couldn’t 
build 
a 
frame 
building like the Record 
building 
ten 
years 
ago 
because it wouldn't meet 
the 
fire 
one 
zone 
requirements,” pointed out 
a contractor. 
In 1972, the fire zone was 
changed from one to two to 
encourage rebuilding and 
remodeling 
in 
downtown 
Lompoc. 
Fire 
zone two 
means a building can be 
constructed at significantly 
less expense. 
. 
Another barrier was the 
severe parking restriction 
requirements 
each 
new 
builder had to meet to 
obtain a precious building 
permit. 
Recently 
these 
requirements were notched 
down. 
“ For a normal retail store 
of this type they require one 
parking space per every 250 
feet of floor area, which I 
won’t 
say 
is 
really 
restrictive. It used to be 
worse 
than 
that 
... 
I 
remember I tried to do 
some building here about 
five years ago and the 
parking restrictions were 
worse and I could get only 
3500 square feet on a 100 by 
a 140 foot lot and the going 
price at the time was about 
20 cents a foot. So you figure 
it out yourself. Building 
costs at $15 dollars a foot, 
the lot was $40,000. I would 
be just rowing against the 
tide. I couldn’t make any 
money,” 
explained 
a 
developer. 
He admitted, 
however, 
that parking restrictions are 
necessary to a degree, but 
not the degree of the past. 
Because of these two 
obstacles, new building in 
the downtown area did not 
pop up profusely, if at all, 
they say. 
About 
another 
past 
general 
building 
barrier, 
some 
contractors 
and 
developers complained they 
had 
to 
pay 
for 
street 
improvements (like street 
lights, for example) while 
other builders paid nothing, 
all of which depended on 
where 
the 
building was 
going up ( in a developed or 
undeveloped 
area). 
But 
although 
stre e t 
improvement charges are 
assessed under a new, more 
equitable system, some feel 
this 
fee 
should 
be 
substantially lowered. 
Also, builders had to hand 
carry their plans around to 
various city departments 
and agencies in a slow, 
uncoordinated process to 
gain approval for a building 
permit. 
This 
too 
has 
changed

— Zaca Lake Resort spokesmen Howard Olsen and 
Frederick Kling defended the large-scale project as being 
one which could provide needed overnight camp areas by 
persons unable to find space in crowded beach and U.S. 
Forest Service camp areas in the county. Kling rapped the 
state parks department for downgrading the large private 
project while at the same time suggesting the state take it 
over and permit large-scale use. He charged the state with 
an “ attempt at inverse condemnation.” 
— Friends of Santa Barbara County president Andrew T. 
Petersen, of Santa Ynez Valley, said the group concurred 
with an environmental report prepared by Dames & Moore, 
of Santa Barbara, and felt “ private ownership was the 
desirable way” for development of the area, but added that 
whatever was done should be “ agreeable to the private 
adjacent owners.” 
— Adjacent ranch owner Wallace Fleming sent word 
through legal counsel, however, that he would not allow 
widening of a narrow road easement now providing the only 
access to the lake from Foxen Canyon Rd. north of Los 
Olivos. Zaca Ranch problems have been accelerating since 
the Olsens took over the resort, attorney James Hurley 
related. 
— County Transportation Department has advocated a 
considerably 
improved 
all-weather road 
which 
the 
applicants are opposing. 
— University of California Santa Barbara archeologist 
Michael Glassow stated that proposed overnight camp sites 
could be the ruination of valuable archeological sites of the 
early Chumash Indians. 
— U.S. Forest Service officials said the “ impact on the 
surrounding national forest areas will be severe,” and 
expressed fears of adverse affects as well on the nearby 
San Rafael Wilderness Area several miles away, due to 
presence of large crowds of visitors. 
— Water supply now totals about 20,000 gallons a day 
from springs, but only half of it is potable. In the absence of 
engineering and hydrology reports, there can be only 
speculation at this point as to whether wells could furnish 
adequate water supply. Kling said costs of drilling and 
testing a single well could run to $10,000, and felt the 
environmental report could be deemed complete without 
detailed hydrological and engineering studies. 
— State and county agencies expressed concern at 
possibility the lake level would be lowered by water use for 
irrigation and other needs. 
— County Flood Control representative Pete Neff said 
there was concern that resort visitors could be stranded in 
case of flooding, and retired Sajita Barbara surgeon Dr. 
Gordon Fisk, said that his overriding fear in having so 
many people at Zaca Lake — a resort he had known since 
childhood — was that of wildfire that could be set by 
careless city visitors “ It would take the lake 100 years to 
recover from a forest fire,” he said. 
— County Health Department would have to approve a 
water system for the enlarged resort before occupancy 
could be allowed, it was shown.

and the additional money 
was needed because of infla­ 
tion.

additional funds for South

more

annually can get the loans, 
but still must prove they 
need it. 


The bill also allows local 
school systems to carry

SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
Gov. Ronald Reagan says 
California should keep the 
55 miles an hour speed limit 
for as long as the state faces 
the energy crisis. 
“The 55 m.p.h speed limit 
is the simplest and fairest 
conservation 
measure 
a v a i l a b l e , ” 
R e a g a n 
declared Thursday, adding 
the reduced limit is cutting 
back 
t r a f f i c 
deaths 
dramatically. 


The governor issued the 
declaration on the basis of a 
report 
that 
said 
while 
increased 
supplies 
of 
gasoline 
will 
become 
available late next month 
after lifting of the Arab oil 
embargo, the amount still 
w i l l

“ unconstrained demand" by 
about 9.5 per cent. 


Issuance of the report by 
the advisory State Energy 
Planning Council coincided 
with introduction of a bill by

limit 
at 
55 
m.p.h., 
except for certain stretches 
of freeway. 


The limit was reduced 
Jan. 1 from 65 m.p.h. as a 
method

gasoline It is scheduled to 
return to that level on June 
30,1975. 


In a prepared statement, 
the governor didn’t specify 
how long the 55 m.p.h. limit 
should remain in effect.

SAN QUENTIN (UPI) 
Protestant chaplain Harry

BART may fail 
by July - Stokes 


OAKLAND (UPI) — Bay Area Rapid Transit District 
General Manager B 
R. Stokes said Thursday that all 
passenger service on the system may be halted in three 
months. 
Stokes told a meeting of the board of directors that unless 
massive state financing is provided the shutdown may 
come as early as July. BART Finance director William F. 
Goelz said that could be extended a month or two if federal 
aid now in the works comes through. 
In other action, Stokes defended the dropping of a $30 
million insurance policy which covered the system for 
errors and omissions in its designs as being no longer 
necessary. 
However, BART Director Quentin Kopp of San Francisco 
said the system would not be covered if future suits are 
filed by Westinghouse and Rohr Corp. Questioning on the 
insurance lapse was expected to continue at a meeting 
Monday. 
Kopp accused Bechtel Corp. of trying to block his 
reappointment to the board as well as that of director 
George M. Silliman of Newark. A representative of the 
corporation said he was not aware of such action.

President Nixon took some mighty fast 
action in agreeing to pay more than 
$430,000 in back taxes as recommended by 
the Internal Revenue Service, electing, 
obviously, not to go for the $476,000 the 
staff of the special joint congressional 
committee recommended. 


It’s a mighty big financial jolt to the 
President,

represents more than half of his net worth. 


However, he had no choice. When it was 
leaked that the President paid little taxes 
compared to other citizens, the President 
himself, ordered the joint congressional 
study of his tax situation and promised to 
pay whatever he owed. In his favor, he has 
kept that promise.

taxpayer, 
the 
President certainly had the right to appeal 
the decision on back taxes made by the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service.

recommended 
debt 
by

congressional committee staff was only a 
staff report and was not a full report by the 
committee itself. It is apparent that with 
the President’s action, no further study by 
the full committee will take place. 
We do believe that the President, in 
preparing his tax filings, relied heavily on 
a battery of lawyers and tax consultants. 
But, nevertheless, the responsibility of the 
payment of taxes rests only with the 
taxpayer himself. 
In all of this, it is apparent that some 
procedural changes are required in the 
Internal Revenue Service itself. After all, 
it was this government department that 
approved the President’s filings intially, 
and 
it was only after the “ leak,” 
reportedly by an IR S person, that the 
thorough probe and audit was initiated 
resulting in the promised payment by the 
President. 


Terrorism baptized 


NAIROBI. — I regret very much 
that the Foreign Minister of Kenya, 
Dr. Njeroge Mungai, declined to 
comment on racism as it is practice 
in black Africa. To be sure, I am not 
the Foreign Minister of the state of 
Kenya, and if I were, perhaps the 
cat would have got at my tongue too. 
It is not true how­ 
ever that the silence 
on that subject is 
universal in black 
Africa. Mr. Milton 
Obote 
was 
the 
P re sid e n t 
of 
Uganda until he was 
deposed 
by 
the 
madman Amin, who 
praises the policies 
of Adolph Hitler, 
and 
last 
year 
expelled 
40,000 
Ugandans of Asian stock, and has 
shown a great flair for atrocities on 
the genocidal scale. Uganda is a 
close ally of Kenya, and some of the 
postage stamps here link the two 
countries, along with Tanzania, into 
a single East African community. 
Meanwhile Mr. Obote, living in exile 
under the protection of his old friend 
Julius Nyerere, has charged African 
heads of state with covering up (a 
phrase made sacred, and infamous, 
by 
W atergate) 
for 
Am in’s 
government which, Obote charges, 
has killed at least 81,000 black 
Ugandan citizens. 
“ Africa would be guilty of double 
standards and hypocrisy,” Obote 
wrote, “ if it continually condemns 
oppressive measures in the white- 
ruled South African states while 
keeping silent about oppression and 
genocide in Uganda.” 
And 
Tanzania’s 
President 
Nyerere 
has 
said 
it 
as 
unequivocally: “ It is clearly racism 
and representative of the same 
things 
that 
the 
Africans 
are 
deploring.” I asked Dr. Mungai how 
come Nyerere could criticize his 
neighbor if Mungai couldn’t. He 
replied with a twinkle, “ Nyerere is 
a chief of state.” 
There is the routine explanation 
for this as recently proferred by the 
Washington Post’s Dennis Duggan. 
He said, “ It is .. perplexing to 
ponder the almost total lack of 
criticism from the world press on 
such atrocities.” He is referring not 
only to Uganda but to the hideous 
atrocities in Rwanda and Burundi, 
and the Central African Republic 
and Nigeria. “ Apparently it is 
simply that black racists are less 
offensive to liberals than white 
racists are.” He is of course 
correct, 
and there is in this 
judgment that sad strain of residual 
cultural racism which some (e.g. I) 
find much more offensive than 
white African Jim Crow. It is the 
shoulder-shrug: 
— 
when black 
people kill black people, they are 
doing what comes naturally. When 
white people discriminate against 
black people, they are 
to be 
despised. 


No. Much, much more. They have 
earned victimization by terrorism. 
I judge this to be the great story in 
Africa in 1974. Not only in Africa, 
but outside Africa. It is the story of 
the 
coarsening 
of 
human 
sensibilities, and I do not doubt that 
Vietnam had a great deal to do with 
this. I mean, an acceptance of 
terrorism and atrocity as workaday 
political instruments. 
In Kenya, President Kenyatta’s 
affiliation with the Mau Mau was 
never solidly documented. In 1961, 
interviewed by John Freeman for 
the BBC, Kenyatta was asked why 
he had not denounced the Mau Mau 
acts of violence. His reply was 
forthright. “ In many cases (i.e., on 
many occasions) I have denounced 
violence, 
but 
I 
think my 
denunciations were not given wide 
publicity.” There are no such 
denunciations today. In Rhodesia, in 
the past 18 months, more white 
settlers have been slaughtered than 
were slaughtered by the Mau Mau 
during their four-year reign of 
terror. 
In those days the denunciations 
were universal: everyone, Kenyatta 
included, 
was 
deploring 
the 
violence. Now it is hard to find 


anyone who condemns the violence. 
The World Council of Churches is 
committed to sending money to the 
terrorists — for “ humanitarian 
purposes,” they tell us, as if they 
were sending Band-Aids to the Beast 
of Belsen. The Organization for 
African Unity is committed to raise 
money for the terrorists to buy 
arms. 
The tribes in Burundi can butcher 
themselves, 
and 
in 
Uganda 
a 
Hitlerite President can slaughter 
and exile by the tens of thousands. 
But the Foreign Minister of Kenya 
can only speak about the “ fascist 
policies” 
of 
the 
Portuguese, 
Rhodesians, and South Africans: 
who, for all their faults and short­ 
sightedness, are not in the same 
moral category with the black 
terrorists, or the Amins. 
Now John Malecela, Foreign 
Minister of Tanzania, has included 
Israel, along with South Africa, 
Portugal, and Rhodesia, as a “ racist 
minority regime,” and suddenly it 
becomes distressingly clear that the 
use of the racist epithets — like that 
of “ fascist,” and “ Nazi” — has 
become for many black African 
leaders, primarily an exercise in 
political opportunism.

Problems 


Come November 5, California will 
elect a new governor. It will also 
elect a new legislature. By reason of 
a constitutional change adopted last 
year, the legislature will then 
convene to organize on December 2. 
But the governor will not take 
office until January 6, a full two 
months after the election. Ten days 


Goodwin J. Knight had no problem 
since, as lieutenant governor, he 
immediately took office when Earl 
Warren resigned to become chief 
justice. He also took over the staff 
which was there. And any new 
appointees were instantly payrolled. 
Normally, however, a change of 
governor 
means 
a 
change 
of 
thereafter he must present to the 
policies. To effect this the new man 
legislature the state budget for the 
ensuing fiscal year together with 
recommendations for new taxes if 
needed. 
Way back in 1945 the legislature 
recognized that budgets cannot be 
prepared overnight. It enacted a law 
requiring every state agency to 
furnished the governor-elect with 
information, assistance, supplies, 
transportation 
and 
facilities 
in 
connection with his job of preparing 
a budget. 
But since these things are to be 
given only for budget purposes, it 
falls far short of the goal. For while 
preparation of 
a budget, 
now 
approaching 10 billion dollars, is a 
monumental task it is only part of 
the 
mammoth 
job 
which 
a 
successful 
candidate 
must 
undertake between November and 
January. 
He must plan and organize his 
program. To do this he must recruit 
the top level administrators and 
aides who will assist him in carrying 
out his policies. The selection of the 
right people to head the many 
departments of state government is 
a tremendous chore all by itself. 
To get the job done Ronald 
Reagan found it necessary to use 


must bring his own team to replace 
those appointed by his predecessor. 
Even 
if 
those 
who 
are 
to 
participate in the change-over, as 
appointees of the new regime, are 
willing to donate two months of 
their time, there remains the need 
for 
office 
space, 
equipment, 
telephones, supplies and clerical 
staff. 
Recognizing this need Senator 
Alfred 
E. 
Alquist 
authored 
legislation a couple of years ago 
which would have authorized the use 
of state funds to permit an orderly 
transition 
of 
the 
reins 
of 
government. The bill passed the 


Senate 
without 
opposition 
but, 
strangely enough, was lost in the 
Assembly. It is strange because 
even then speaker Bob Moretti was 
planning his campaign to become 
governor. 
In any event the bill bogged down 
in arguments as to whether it was 
detailed enough or too much and 
whether it should apply to other 
constitutional officers. Actually the 
problems of transition for the others 
such as controller, treasurer and 
secretary of state, don’t begin to 
compare with those of a new 
governor. 
Still the problem may be on the 
way to a satisfactory solution 
without any special legislation. For, 
to 
his 
great 
credit, 
Agency 
Secretary James G. Stearns saw the 
need and acted. He has caused to be 
placed in the budget the modest sum 
of $150,000 to finance the needs of 
the governor-elect. It may not be 
enough but it is a start in the right 
direction.
